1) The declaration filed on August 30, 2005 under 37 CFR 1.131 has been considered but is ineffective to overcome the prior art of 
record. The evidence submitted is insufficient to establish diligence from a date prior to the date of reduction to practice of the Kredo and 
Keswa references to either a constructive reduction to practice or an actual reduction to practice. In the Declaration, the applicants 
merely state that they u l worked diligently with patent attorneys who were members of Cooley Godward LLP to prepare a patent 
application that described the conceived invention," without factual support for the assertion. See declaration, item 4. 

Further, the evidence submitted is insufficient to establish applicant's alleged actual reduction to practice of the invention in this 
country or a NAFTA or WTO member country after the effective date of the Kredo and Keswa references. The applicants merely state "I 
conceived of and proceeded to diligently reduce to practice the invention claimed in the above-referenced patent application," without 
evidence to support the assertion. See declaration, item 2.Evidence must be submitted beyond applicants' bald assertion of the reduction 
to practice. The evidence submitted only supports applicants' conception of the invention prior to February 2001. 

Applicants 1 evidence submitted as to conception is deemed to be sufficient. 

Accordingly, the declaration filed is deemed to be ineffective to overcome the Koppich reference. ' 

2) Even if applicants' declaration under 37 CFR 1.131 is deemed to be sufficient to overcome the prior art of record, the applicant has 
not addressed the Double Patenting Rejection pending in this application. Applicant states in the Response to Office Action of June 30, 
2005 "[i]t is respectfully requested that the 'provisional' double patenting rejeciton be withdrawn because such rejection is the only 
rejection remaining after the current amendment." See Response, page 1. Such requests, without substantive arguments to support such 
action, is not sufficient to overcome the provisional double patenting rejection. 
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
